(D) Veterans service organizations. 

 
(v) Records of internal guidance and encouragement provided to buyers through-- 

 

(A) Workshops, seminars, training, etc.; and 
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(B) Monitoring performance to evaluate compliance with the program's requirements. 
 

(vi) On a contract-by-contract basis, records to support award data submitted by the offeror to the Government, 

including the name, address, and business size of each subcontractor. Contractors having commercial plans need 
not comply with this requirement. 

 

(e) In order to effectively implement this plan to the extent consistent with efficient contract performance, the 
Contractor shall perform the following functions:

No 
such failure shall constitute a breach of this contract, except that 
this provision shall not bar a breach-of-contract action if an amount 
finally determined to be due as a termination allowance remains unpaid 
for one year due solely to a failure to reserve sufficient additional 
funds therefore.  
     (d) The Government may at any time reserve additional funds for 
payments under the contract if there are funds available for such 
purpose. The contracting officer will promptly notify the contractor of 
any additional funds reserved for the contract by issuing an 
administrative modification to the contract.
